Doesn't Fear a Panic. 

Asked if he looked for any serious ef- 
fect from the rapidly changing condi- 
tidns in the financial and railroad world, 
Mr. Harriman replied: 

“No, I do not. I think the country 
too great and too prosperous to have a 
money panic. I should rather think that,

State to Pass on Constitutional 
Amendment Providing $20,000,- 
000 for Ship Channel.

SPRINGFIELD, I11., Oct. 17.- The 
people of Illinois can have a deep 
waterway from Chicago to Grafton by 
voting for a constitutional amend- 
ment at the general election next fall. 
Both branches of the Illinois Legis- 
lature have adopted the joint resolu- 
tion submitting to the people two 
propositions bearing directly upon the 
building of the waterway. 

Ome resolution provides for the ap- 
pointment of a waterway commission 
of 18 members to submit an inform- 
ative report. 

The amendment to the constitution 
provides a $1,000,000 bond issue for the 
deep waterway. Under-the present con- 
atitution the State is prohibited from 
appropriating money to aid in canals. 

Five commissioners are to be appoint- 
ed by the President of the Senate, five 
by the Speaker of the House and five by 
the Governor.

Granite City. with the acquiescence of 
Coroner C. N. Strecper of Madison Coun 
ty, Illl., did everything in his power to 
free him on bail. 

J‘irst, he dispensed with the assist- 
ance of a jury which he had himself im- 
paneled, and resolving himself into a 
jury of one, examined the witnesses of 
the tragedy and declared that the evi- 
dence did not suffice to hold young 
Brandes without bail. 

Next the Deputy Coroner anticipated 
the verdict of his jury, whose action 
was postponed until next Monday night, 
by deciding on his own authority that 
Brandes’ bail should be fixed at the 
nominal sum of $5000. The fixing of the 
amount of bail usually depends on 


whether the jury’s verdict is man- 
slaughter or murder, in their various de- 
grees. 

With these preliminaries arranged, 
Voorhees telephoned about the town 
for bondsmen, who rallied, to the num- 
ber of 15, at his call. Brandes was re- 
leased Wednesday night, about twenty- 
four hours after the tragedy. 

Mr. Voorhees, when questioned by re- 

orters as to his authority for the way 

e conducted the inquiry, refused to an- 
swer. He refused to let anyone see the 
prisoner. 

The Coroner’s jury foreman is John 
Kellahan, who has been Eckard 
Brandes’ employer and close friend for 
seven years, since the youth was a boy 
12 years old. Of the other five jurymen, 
three are particularly close friends of 
the accused. Of the six jurymen four 
signed his bond—Kellahan, Alderman 
John Masserang, Edward C. Pauley and
